The Governor and Matron ſhall keep 


Peace and good Order in the Houſe; and 
permit none to quarrel, fight, or make uſe of 


abuſive, rude, or indecent language.

They are to keep the Children's Heads 


and Hands clean; and all the Clothes and 


Beds: to ſee that the Beds and Bedding be 
often expoſed to the open air, in fine wea- 
ther; and the Beds ſheeted once every 
month. They are alſo to deliver out Sope, 
and ſee all the Linen waſhed and got up. 
They are to deliver to every one, clean

Linen, on Saturday evening ; and take in 
their foul Linen on Sunday morning: and 


they are not to permit any Linen to be 
dried i in the lodging- rooms.

The Qavetior. or Matron mall every 5 
morning and evening, read Prayers; and, 
on every Sunday, a Chapter, or more, in 
the Bible, before the people; and they are 
to ſee that all who are able do attend, and 
behave with ſtrict decency and attention; 
otherwiſe to be puniſhed with the loſs of one 
or more of their meals, or by being made to 
| work after their ſtated hours.

Three Meals a day are to be provided, at 
ſtated hours; viz. Breakfaſt at Eight in the 
morning; Dinner at One in the afternoon;

ſummer. Care is to be taken that the Vic- 

tuals and Drink be ſweet and good, in their 
ſeveral kinds. No Beer to be drawn between 
meals ; nor any Bread cut under a day old.
